law. 
It ha- preferred to generalize 
in its criticisms—denouncing “cen­ 
tralization of power’’ in an off-hand 
way without citing a single instance 
of its abuse. 
Those persons who 
are opposed to a centralized tax ad ­ 
ministration will find little consola­ 
tion in the observations and recom­ 
mendations of the state board of tax 
Commissioners when a majority of 
its membership was Democratic arid 
when the tax system was not a polit­ 
ical issue, 
In 1914 the Democratic members 
of the state tax hoard were Homer 
L. 
Cook. 
Dale 
J. 
Crittenberger, 
dames A. Houck and Dan M. Link. 
In tile report for 1914 these gentle­ 
men advocated the appointment of 
county assessors bv the state tax 
hoard and said in support of the 
proposition 
that “many difficulties 


would be overcome and the honest 
and conscientious citizen aided and 
protected by a more ju s t assess­ 
ment.” 


As late as 1916 the Democratic 
party wa" committed to a highly cen­ 
tralized tax administration. 
The re ­ 
port of the special commission on 
taxation appointed by Governor R al­ 
ston was made late in 1916 and it is 
this report about which Prof, Frank 
T. Stockton of Indiana University 
made the following comment in the 
bulletin of the National Tax A n o ­ 
ciation for February, 1917: 


“Tax students will find little of 
value in the majority statement ex­ 
cept insofar as it recommends a more 
highly 
centralized tax 
adm inistra­ 
tion.” 


The truth is that the Democratic 
party has been right on the tax ques­ 
tion if it is measured only by its u t­ 
terances.
